RULES VOLSTEAD ACT STANDS 
UNTIL CONGRESS REPEALS IT 


Federal Judge Says It’s Close 
_ Question Whether Law Is Good 
Without 18th Amendment. 

By the Associated Press. 

FORT WORTH, Tex., Dec. 13.— 
United States District Judge Wil- 
liam H. Atwell of Dallas has ruled 
that pre-repeal violations of the 
Volstead act may still be prosecut- 
ed despite repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment. He overruled Roland 
O. Hobbs’ contention that a charge 
against him under the Volstead act 
could not be prosecuted. 

“I appreciate the fact that the 
Volstead act probably will not stand 
without the eighteenth amendment. 
Nevertheless, it hurts our sense of 
propriety to permit defendants to 
escape by an abrogation of the law,” 
Judge Atwell said. “I think the peo- 
ple had that in m{nd. The Volstead 
act is still on the statute books and 
will remain there until such time, 
if and when, it is repealed by Con- 
gress. 

“It is a close question, but I 
think the courts are going far 
enough in allowing no further pros- 
ecution under the Volstead act.”

The Attorney-Gen- 
eral held that the terms of the bill 
proposed to tax all retail sales, 
making a classification of retailers, 
and having done so, it must under 
the Constitution, include all retail 
sales. 

No Collection Required. 

The second strikes out the pro- 
vision requiring retailers to report 
and account for all taxes collected 
from the consumer.

In the 
last few days the House repeated- 
ly had rejected proposals designed 
to permit sale of intoxicating liquor 
by the drink, and had eliminated 
from the Senate bill the section 
which would have authorized re- 
turn of the open saloon through- 
out the State. 
The home rule amendment would 
permit the City of St. Louis to 
reguiate the manufacture, rec 
tifying and sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquor within the city, in- 
cluding the sale of liquor by the 
drink, by ordinances passed by the 
Board of Aldermen. License fees 
would be fixed by the board. Actual 
supervision of liquor sales would be 
under an excise commissioner ap- 
pointed by the Mayor. The com- 
missioner would have power to 
issue and revoke licenses and 
would be subject to removal by 
the Mayor or the Governor. 

An amendment by Representatives 
Daly, Estes and Ryan of St. Louis 
County, which would have given 
cities and towns in St. Louis Coun- 
ty the same power of local control 
as St. Louis, and would have given 
the County Court control over sale 
of intoxicating liquor in unincorpo- 
rated territory of the county, was 
ruled out of order by Speaker Mere- 
dith, on the ground it conflicted 
with a local option ameniment the 
House had adopted. 

The Kansas City Situation. 
The political situation th Kansas 
City, where a municipal election 
will be held next spring, prompted 
withdrawal of an amendment by 
Representative Hamlin of Marion 
County, which would have con- 
fcrred on all Missouri cities of more 
than 20,000 population the same lo- 
cal liquor control power given to 
St. Louis.

Hamlin withdrew the amendment 
at the request of Representative 
Keating of Kansas City, Democrat- 
ic majority floor leader in the 
House.

GOVERNMENT STUDY 
OF COMMUNICATIONS 


Report to President Said to 
Favor Monopolies Under 
Federal Control. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The 
administration is making an in- 
tensive study of the commuzrica- 
tions problem. A special commit- 
tee of the Department of Com- 
merce has submitted a tentative 
report to the President, who fs re- 
serving an opinion pending further 
study by the congressional com- 
mittees involved. 

The report sets out three possi- 
bilities: 

1. A continuation of existing con- 
ditions. ; 

2. Creation of monopolies in the 
telephone, telegraph and radio fields 
under strict Government regulation. 
3. Government ownership of com- 
munications. 

The preliminary report was stated 
authoritatively to tend toward the 
second proposition—monopolies un- 
der Federal control. This would in- 
volve, of course, a merger of the 
Western Union and Postal Tele- 
graph in the telegraph field, 

The report indicates a virtual mo- 
nopoly at present in the telephone 
business and a rather scrambled 
condition in the radio industry. 
The report also takes up the ques- 
tion of foreign communications and 
the problem of relating the cable 
and radio in this field. 

President Roosevelt is going to 
forward the report to the chairmen 
of the Senate and House Interstate 
Commerce committees for their 
study, and meanwhile he is reserv- 
ing decision.

Girl Sought by Mother in Court Fight | 


TESTIFES IN HER SUM 
TO GET DAUGHTER BACK 


Woman Says She Didn’t Know 
What She Signed When 
Approving Adoption. 


Mrs. Dorothy Coleman, who seven 
years ago permitted her daughter, 
Betty Jane, to be legally adopted 
by the late'Margaret Tichacek, tes- 
tified today that she did not know 
what papers she was signing. when 
she gave her legal consent. 
Seeking custody of the child by 
a habeas’ corpus action in the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals, Mrs. Cole- 
man said she planned to make a 
home for Betty Jane with the child’s 
grandparents and uncle in Kirk- 
wood, 

Although she testified she had not 
seen Betty Jane in the last four 
years, Mrs. Coleman kept her seat. 
and remained calm as the child, 
now 11 years old, was taken mo- 
mentarily into the Judges’ assem- 
bly room, back of the courtroom, 
where:the hearing is being held. 
Betty Jane, too, was unmoved. 
When Presiding Judge William Dee 
Becker told her she might “play 
judge” in his office and to “make 
yourself at home,” she went back 
outside to the group of 40 or more 
waiting witnesses. 

The child is now in custody -of 
two foster brothers, Harry and Ed- 
ward Finch; 4359 Page boulevard. 
Mrs. Tichacek, foster mother of 17 
children, died in August, 1932, leav- 
ing the residence on Page boule- 
vard to the, Finch brothers, Betty 
Jane and two other foster children 
with instructions for the family to 
“stay together.” \ 

Mrs. Coleman,. who is 32 years 
old, told the Court she did not 
know where Betty Jane’s father, 
Stephen H. Coleman, was now. She 
and Coleman separated before 
Betty Jane was born, she said, and 
lived together for a short time 
when the child was 3 years old. 
“Mrs. Tichacek was a distant 
relative of my husband,” Mrs. Cole- 
man said. “When we finally sep- 
arated, she took Betty Jane to take 
care of her because my mother was 
sick and couldn’t do it. Several 
times when I went to her home ‘to 
see Betty Jane, she wouldn’t let 
Betty Jane come in the room where 
I'was. One time she had some pa- 
pers she asked me to sign. I didn’t 
know what I was doing when I put 
my name on them.” 

Coleman’s mother, Mrs. Lottie 
Gardner, and grandmother, Mrs. 
Margaret Coleman, both of 1803 
Olive street, took the stand for the 
plaintiff, as did Miss Clara Simp- 
son, 1310 Chouteau avenue, a_for- 
mer maid in the Tichacek home.

SURRENDERS, RESIST

Samuel 'Kopman, Accused of 
Retaining $11,000 in Taxes, 
‘Gives $1000 Bond Here.

Kopman also had been indicted 
in St. Clair County for operating 
without a State license as a motor 
fuel distributer, and was fined $5006 
on his plea of guilty, when the tax 
indictment was dismissed. 

The tax is 3 cents a gallon, and 
the distributer by law is an author- 
ized tax-collecting agent, receiving 
a fee of 2 cents on each dollar 
collected. One cent of the tax is 
for relief purposes, alloéated to pay 
off a $20,000,000 bond isue.

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YOUTH AND CIRL 
CONFESS KILLING. 
THREE IN HOLDUP 


Taken Away for Safekeep- 

’ ing After Being Captured 
by County Attorney Near 
Fay, Ok.

TALOGA, Ok., Dec. 13.—Fred 
Overstreet, 21-year-old cotton pickér, 
has confessed that he killed three 
persons in a country store holdup 
yesterday, Sheriff C. C. Jones an- 
nounced today. 

Overstreet and a girl companion, 
Cleo Jones, 18, were captured by 
Ralph Gilchrist, 27-year-old County 
Attorney, who trailed them to a 
ravine near Fay, where the killings 
took place. 

“The boy admitted it,” said 
Sheriff Jones on his return here 
early today, some hours after the 
couple had been taken quietly from 
the jail by the Sheriff and other 
officers. 

No Mob Trouble, Sheriff Says. 

The Sheriff said the two “are not 
held here now” and refused to tell 
where they were taken, other than 
that it was a “safe place.” 

“There is no mob trouble,” he 
added. “We took them out and 
found the pistol.” 

Previous reports were to the ef- 
fect that “strong talk” at Fay fol- 
lowing the shooting there of Henry 
Weiser, 52-year-old storekeeper, his 
wife, 48, and Tom Turnise, 55, a 
pedestrian, had caused the officers 
to take their prisoners away. The 
threats did not materialize into a 
show of violence, however. 
‘Gilchrist captured Overstreet and 
the girl in a plum thicket after he 
had traced footprints through the 
sandy soil. Armed with a rifle, Gil- 
christ took the couple into custody 
without a fight while posses were 
searching nearby. 

Pistol Is Found Later. 

The County Attorney said Over- 
street told him he and the girl had 
hidden a pistol and part of their 
clothing in a nearby ravine. Gil- 
christ found the clothing but the 
pistol was not discovered until late 
last night. 

The Weisers apparently were 
killed with pistol fire when the 
storekeeper slamméd the door of a 
safe crammed with Federal cotton 
checks. Turnise, walking past, was 
trapped in a fusillade of shots as 
the pair fled from the store. Tur-

Employers Must Pay Up to $1 for 
—— Each Workman, 

INASHINGTON, Dec. 13. — To 
finance the retail trade code au- 
thority, every retail employer will 
contribute 25 cents a year for each 
local employe under regulations 
made public by the National Re- 
covery Administration. The local 
etail authority may make additional 
assessments, but in no case shall 
the total assessment against the em- 
ployer be more than $1- annually 
for each worker.

Three Swept Over Cliff 
When Sandstone Wall 
Gives Way — Others 
Buried Under Debris.

GRAND JUNCTION, Colo., Dec. 
13.—_Nine men, members of a crew 
working the second day on a Fed- 
eral civil works project, were killed 
yesterday in a rock slide, 

There were reports two more 
were swept 300 feet down a cliff 
in the Colorado National Monu- 
ment, northwest of here, and a 
search was resumed today. 

T. W. Secrest, United States 
Park Service engineer, attributed 
the tragedy to blasting on the op- 
posite side of the canyon. The 
blasting apparently loosened’ the 
50-foot sandstone cliff on the road 
on which the men were working. 
Earlier blasting to loosen’ rocks 
farther above alse weakened the 
cliff. 

Fifty jobless men were given em- 
ployment Monday, but only 20 
members of the crew were in the 
vicinity of the slide. 

Three of the victims, working 
near the edge of the road, were 
swept off the cliff, fell more than 
300 feet down the mountainside 
and were dashed on the huge boul- 
‘ders below. 

The others were crushed on the 
roadway, buried under the slide. 
The dead: Clyds Van Loan, John 
Rupe, Frank Winters, Ed Car 
michael, Leo Adams, Robert Ful- 
ler, Buster Moreland, W. L. Wilson 
and Harley Beeson. 

All except Beeson, who lived in 
Fruita, Colo., were residents of the 
Glade Park district, a farming com- 
munity adjoining the monument 
territory. Winters, Adams and 
Fuller were the three who plunged 
down the cliff. 

Civilian Conservation Corps work- 
ers on the project started rescue 
work immediately. Twenty of them 
were lowered over the cliff and 
carried the three bodies over steep 
trails to the canyon entrance. 

Bodies of all the victims 
brought to Grand Junction. 
The new scenic Rimrock road 
in the Colorado National Monument 
is one of the major relief projects 
in Western Colorado. More than 
000 men are employed there.

The work of the new Health Divi- 


sion, reorganized last summer along 
lines which have elicited national 
approval, was analyzed by Health 
Commissioner Joseph F. Bredeck 
and seven of his assistants—an out- 
standing one of them a woman— 
last night at St. Louis Medical So- 


ciety. 
In less than a year the renovated 


department has pioneered in the or- 
ganization of a Metropolitan Health 
Council covering the entire area 
without regard to political bounda- 
ries, placed rabies control, in the 
face of an epidemic, on a basis of 
science, efficiency and economy; 
handled an encephalitis epidemic in 
a fashion that evoked international 
comment and permitted Dr. Bre- 
deck to say that, were it to return, 
no single regulation could be im- 
proved; and set afoot a system of 
co-operation with the medical and 
dental professions which would 
make every practitioner’s office in 
St. Louis a public health center. 
Following Dr. Bredeck and As- 
sistant Health Commissioner Paul 
J. Zentay, Miss Elizabeth L. Brezee, 
the “key woman” gave a few of 
the facts on why St. Louisans die 
as disclosed in her first few months’ 
work as vital statistician. The po- 
sition is a new one, and its purpose 
is to maintain an exact check on 
the conditions that cause death, as 
a guide to the entire department in 
its function of eorrecting them.

SAYS CHICAGO EPIDEMIC 
DANGER SEEMS PAST 


Dr. McCoy, National Health 
Director Thinks Amebic 
Dysentery Is Checked. 


What danger there was to the 
rest of the country in the spread of 
amebic dysentery from Chicago 
seemed to have passed, Dr. G. W. 
McCoy, director of the National! In- 
stitute of Health, said yesterday in 
St. Louis. 

Dr. McCoy said that the period 
since the focus of infection was 
cleaned out in Chicago last fall 
probably was ample to bring out 
most of the cases and that he ex- 


pected few more to develop. The 
incubation period, between expo- 
sure and the first symptom, has 
been reported to range from five to 
94 days, averaging about 30 days. 

Since an estimated 5 to 10 per 
cent of the population carries the 
dysentery ameba, he remarked, the 
danger of spread in numbers to 
other cities probably was never 
acute, although the Chicago infec- 
tion possibly was more active than 
usual. Health Commissioner Bre-

Jack Wisdom Sentenced Two 
Days After Arrest in Mur- 
der of Pair.

LANSING, Kan., Dec. 13.—Jack 
Wisdom, slayer of two men and a 
woman in outbursts of anger, is in 
the State penitentiary here today. 

The 26-year-old cowboy was ar- 
— Sunday near Jay, Ok. after 
thousands of persons had joined in 
a search for the bodies of two of 
his victims, Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
Pritchard of Wichita, Kan. Late 
yesterday he was rushed from the 
State reformatory at Hutchinson, 
where he had been taken for safe- 
keeping, to Wichita, where he 
pleaded guilty to the murder of 
Pritchard, and was sentenced to life 
imprisonment. 

The proceedings required only 20 
minutes, and in a few more min- 
utes he was en route to Lansing. 
Threats of prosecution because 
he cashed a forged check for $21.40 
at a store operated by Pritchard, 
resulted in the slaying of the pair. 
He said he entered a motor car 
with the Pritchards at Wichita, 
Nov. 23, killed the merchant not 
far from the city and then com- 
pelled Mrs. Pritchard to drive until 
she collapsed near Wellington, Kan. 
There he killed her. 

He hid the woman’s body in a 
culvert near Bison, Ok., and 
Pritchard’s near El Reno, Ok. 
Previously Wisdom had been 
charged with, the murder of Emery 
Large, 56 years old, a fellow ranch 
worker near Meade, Kan. He told 
officers a quarrel during a card 
game had prompted him to kill 
Large. 

Wisdom has served two other 
sentences, both for burglary. When 
he was 17 years old, and his family 
was living at Green Forest, Ark., 
he was sentenced to the Missouri 
State reformatory at Boonville. 
After serving about a year he went 
to Wichita, where he was convict- 
ed on a similar charge and sen- 
tenced to the Kansas reformatory. 
He was born in Mountain View, 
Mo.

Chase Bank Economist Explains 
Objections to Commodity Dollar 


Very Basis, Change in Gold Content, Would 
Start Speculation That Would Defeat Pur- 
' pose; Says Benjamin M. Anderson Jr. 


Benjamin M. Anderson Jr., econ- 
omist of the Chase National Bank 
of New York, in an address last 
night before the Round Table at the 
University Club, explained his view 


that it Is “a practical as well as a 
theoretical and technical impossi- 
bility” for. the so-called commodity 
dollar to stabilize commodity prices. 

The very basis of the commodity 
dollar, a change in gold content to 
offset the rise or fall of commodity 
prices, would open up a field of 
money speculation that would de- 
feat the purpose, he said. 

He thought the present monetary 
policy causes a “fearful uncertain- 
ty, disturbing to all markets’ and to 
all business activity, regarding the 
future of the dollar.” 

Long-Term Contracts Hard to Make 

“Contracts involving any length 
of time are exceedingly difficult to 
make,” he said. “Fears and un- 
certainties are exceedingly paralyz- 
ing. Certainties are needed to re- 
store confidence. A debased dollar 
of a definite and sure gold con- 
tent is surely to be 0: seid a to 
an unanchored paper dollar which 
men fear may easily go much low- 
er. 

“A definite stabilization of the 

dollar, with fixed gold content of, 
say 65 per cent of the old par, with 
courageous resumption of redemp- 
tion in gold and of the issue of new 
dollars against gold, at the fixed 
rate, would be immeasurably pre- 
ferable to the existing uncertainty. 
I believe that if this were done, we 
should get such a renewal of con- 
fidence as would make a very sub- 
stantial rise in commodity prices 
in this country... 
How Speculation Would Come In. 
The money speculation that would 
arise from the commodity dollar, 
he explained in this way: If prices 
were falling, it would be the pur- 
pose of the Government to gradu- 
ally reduce the gold content of the 
dollar in order to’ cheapen. the 
dollar proportionately and thus pre- 
serve a fixed ratio of buying power 
as to the commodity price index. 

Foreseeing a further reduction in 
the future in the amount of gold 
exchangeable for the dollar, specu- 
lators would rush in to redeem 
their paper money in gold before 
the amount of gold they could get 
would be decreased. On the other 


hand, if prices were rising and the 
gold content of the dollar was be- 
ing increased, making a given 
amount of gold exchangeable for 
fewer dollars, speculators would 
rush to turn in their gold to try 
to beat the prospective lower price 
in terms of paper money. 

Anderson took note of the many 
devices suggested by Prof. Irving 
Fisher and Prof. George F. War- 
ren, leading advocates of the com- 
modity dollar, to try to check such 
speculation but thought the es- 
sence of their plans is additional 
uncertainty, and added that uncer- 
tainty is what speculators thrive 
on. 

Tendency of People in Mass. 

The tendency of people in the 
mass to find a way to overcome 
arbitrary economic plans imposed 
upon them by government was 
cited by Anderson as the funda- 
mental reason for what he thought 
would be certain failure of a plan 
to manipulate the currency. 

“A study of the reactions of 
human beings,” he said, “leads to 
the conclusion that it is impossible, 
by artificial manipulation of the 
gold content of the dollar to main- 
tain a fixed level of commodity 
prices. Human beings who have to 
use dollars simply will not stand 
still while the Government or the 
central bank is putting through the 
manipulations. 

“They will, on the cortrary, in- 
evitably, in order to protect their 
own interests, do things which will 
defeat the purpose of the Govern- 
ment or the central bank.” 

He thought that, as a result of 
the Government’s recent experi- 
ment in buying gold at premium 
prices, “the demonstration is 
complete that you cannot get a 
point-for-point rise in prices, ac- 
cording to the mathematical theory 
of the devaluationists, by debasing 
the paper dollar in terms of gold 
standard currencies.” 

Anderson is a graduate of the 
University of Missouri. His home 
formerly was at Columbia, Mo.

WELLES GIVEN OVATION

Crowd Cheers 10 Minutes as He

HAVANA, Dec. 13.—American 
Ambassador Sumner Welles was the 
guest of the American Club at a 
luncheon today shortly before he 
left for Washington to rejoin the 
State Department. 

Members of the American colony 
praised his work in furthering 
friendly Cuban-American relations 
and in behalf of the Cuban people. 

“As you know from_ recent 
events,” Welles replied, “it has been 
impossible to carry out the United 
States’ plans to aid the Cuban peo- 
ple. -In my opinion the United 
States has never shown more clear- 
ly its good will toward Cuba than 
during the past seven months.” 

Several hundred Cubans 
Americans gathered at the _ air 
docks before Welles’ departure. A 
tremendous burst of cheering last- 
ed for several minutes.

PRIVATE LIQUOR IMPORTATION 
LEGAL IN DRY WEST VIRGINIA 


State Attorney-General So Rules in 
Interpretation of the 
Law. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Dec. 13. 
—National repeal left West Vir- 
ginia in the position of being offi- 
cially dry itself, but permitting its 
citizens to bring in all .the legal 
liquor they desire from wet states, 
if they will take the trouble to go 
after it. 

An official ruling by Attorney- 
General Homer A. Holt held there 
was nothing in the State’s prohibi- 
tion amendment or enforcement act 
to prohibit anyone from importing 
any quantity of liquor so long as it 
is for personal use in a home only. 
West Virginia has barred the 
manufacture and sale of liquor 
since 1914 when its State prohibi- 
tion ‘amendment became effective. 
However, the State has had 3.2 per 
cent beer and wines since last June 
by legislative’ enactment, but the 
prohibition amendment is still in ef- 
fect and will continue at least un- 
til the general election in Novem- 
ber, 1934, when West Virginia votes 
on State repeal. 

The Attorney-General found that 
the State prohibition amendment 
prohibits only manufacture and 
sale of liquor and makes no men- 
tion either of transportation or pos- 
session.

Filing of three applications for 
Federal public works grants by the 
city yesterday and today marks the 
first step toward carrying out May- 
or Dickmann’s new $20,135,430 pro- 
gram of public improvements, un- 
der a proposed bond issue. 

The Mayors program was dis- 
closed yesterday at a conference 
with Building Trades Council rep- 


resentatives, who demanded a much 
larger program, to provide work 
instead of charity for its members. 
As announced at first, the Mayor’s 
scheme called for $17,750,000, but 
the requests filed were for sums 
which increased the total. 

Grants amounting to about $4,- 
900,000, or 30 per cent of the cost 
of labor and materials, are to be 
sought. On the present basis, the 
proposed: bond issue would be for 
about $14,800,000. A comparatively 
small portion of the expense would 
be charged to railroads and to cer- 
tain municipal sources. 

Mayor Dickmann declared he fa- 
vored the bond issue only if not 
more than half the cost of sup- 
porting the bonds would be borne 
by real estate. Usually real estate 
bears about 80 per cent of the tax 
burden. Only one _ alternative 
means of supporting the bonds was 
suggested by the Mayor. This was 
a city sales tax, which City Coun- 
selor Hay says is‘legal and which 
the Mayor concedes to be “very un- 
popular.” No decision has been 
reached as to this or any other 
new form of taxation, but the May- 
or invites suggestions. 

It was disclosed in the PWA ap- 
plications that the administration 
intends to submit the bond issue 
to the voters at a special election 
next April—if it is submitted. 

The Program in Detail. 

The program follows: 

Hospital construction, $8,730,- 
000. A request was filed for a 
$2,124,000 grant; $6,606,000 in new 
bonds would be required. Badly 
needed facilities would be pro- 
vided. 

Railroad grade crossing elimi- 
nation (in addition to several al- 
ready proposed in the PWA pro- 
gram), $1,570,000 Application 
was filed for an $325,500 grant. 
The rest would be raised as fol- 
lows: New bonds, $835,000; rail- 
roads’ share, $390,000 (estimated), 
municipal revenue, $19,500. 

Construction of 84 pedestrian 
underpasses beneath busy streets, 
$1,085,430. Request was filed for 
a $273,534 grant; $786,896 in new 
bond funds would be needed and 
the city would furnish $25,000 
froni old bond accounts. 

Municipal electric plant to sup- 
ply current for lighting all streets 
and all municipal buildings, $4, 
000,000. In this and the following 
proposals, maximum PWA grants 
will be sought and the balance 
left for the new bond issue. 

Erection of war memorial 
building on Memorial Plaza and 
beautification of the plaza, $2,- 


500,000. 

Completioon of all interior fa- 
cilities of municipal auditorium, 
$1,250,000.

BOLIVIAN BOYS OFT 
CALLED I CHACO WAR 


Details of Smashing Paraguay- 
an Victories in Jungle Grad- 
ually Becoming Known.

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 13.— 


guayans in the jungle warfare in 
Chaco Boreal, Bolivia has called

Dispatches from Asuncion, capi- 
tal of Paraguay, and from Bolivian 
army sources, heavily censored, had 
to be combined to give a picture of 
developments in the war over the 
Chaco region. 

Bolivian prisoners taken in the 
latest Paraguayan coup, numbering 
thousands of men, were disarmed 
and forced to march from the front 
lines by way of Gondra, Nanawa, 
Isla Poi and Puerto Caso to Asun- 
cion, said a Paraguayan dispatch. 
They formed a column several miles 
long. 

A dispatch from La Paz, Bolivia, 
said the War Ministry announced

that Col. Enrique Penaranda with 
3000 men had broken through the 
Paraguayan lines and rejoined the 
main Bolivian army, but this infor- 
mation was at variance with a 
communique from Asuncion which 
said the Paraguayans had _  sur- 
rounded and captured 600 men, iIn- 
cluding 19 officers, commanded by 
Col. Penaranda, when Col. Penar- 
anda tried to rescue the captured 
Fourth and Ninth Bolivian divi- 
sions. 

Paraguay also said Fort Samal- 
kay had fallen to Paraguayan at- 
tacks. 

Details of the coup which forced 
the surrender of the two Bolivian 
divisions are gradually becoming 
|known. Asuncion advices described 
‘an intense Paraguayan attack on 
Bolivian positions near Rodriguez 
Francia which caused Bolivizns to 
reinforce the spot heavily. This 
weakened their positions near Her- 
rera Toledo and Bahia Negra, and 
the Paraguayans, with an encircling 
maneuver, bottled up the two divi- 
sions.

GOVERNMENT ROUNDING UP

Large Quantities of Arms Seized;

MADRID, Dec. 13.—Government 
officials, pushing their roundup of 
participants in Spain’s extremist 
revolt, reported the discovery of 


large quantities of' arms today ‘in 
towns and cities in which the up- 
‘rising raged most fiercely. Precau- 
tionary measures to guard against 
rew outbreaks were continued by 
authorities in the affected prov- 
inces of Central and Northern 
Spain. 

Only a few scattered disorders 
were reported today and the Gov- 
ernment was believed to have the 
situation well in hand. More than 
100 were killed in the movement 
which broke out last Friday and 
was declared put down Monday 
night. 

At Zaragoza, 50 bombs were 
found last night in addition to 
many others already uncovered by 
troops and police. Fifty persons 
were arrested. A large quantity of 
dynamite and hundreds of bullets 
were taken from the home of an 
extremist in Valencia. , Heavy

TREASURY BREAK 


Assistant Secretary Steps 
Out After Morgenthau 
Strips Him of Most of 
His Authority.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.— 


Stripped of his responsibilities by 
Acting Secretary Morgenthau, 
Thomas Hewes resigned yesterday 
as Assistant Secretary of the Trea- 
sury. . 

Reports were current that Wal- 
ter Cummings, chairman of the 
Bank Insurance Corpora- 
tion, would withdraw from the Gov- 
ernment service soon. Rumors 
also were current that Secretary 
Woodin, now on leave of a 

would formally resign shortly after 
Jan. 1, because of continuing ill- 
ness. 

Hewes, whom President Roose- 
velt indicated might soon rejoin the 
administration, went to the Trea- 
sury last June and as Assistant 
Secretary had the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, the Secret Service, the 
mints, the office of the Comptroller 
of the Currency, the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing and the 
Disbursing Office under his direc- 
tion. 

Soon after Morgenthau took 
charge of the Treasury, following 
a drastic shakeup, he removed the 
Revenue Bureau, the Secret Serv- 
ice and a large part of the fiscal: 
matters connected with the Dis- 
bursing Office from Hewes’ juris 
diction. Hewes’ resignation wag 
considered inevitable by those fa- 
miliar with the situation.

NEW RULES FOR OLD. 

Justice Sutherland, who was appointed to the Su-

This, however, should 
not be taken as meaning that he does not speak for 
the court now and then in words which liberal opin- 
ion generally must heartily applaud. 

His opinion in Powell et dl. vs. Alabama, the Scotts- 
boro case, ordering new trials for the seven Negro 
youths a year ago, was tryly historic. Through it, 
the Supreme Court served notice on the trial courts 
of the land that failure to appoint counsel] for the ac 
cused when counse) was not employed was a grave 
judicial breach and in “violation of the guarantee of 
due process of law.” This week, in an opinion or- 
dering a-new trial for a North Carolina defendant in 
a bootlegging conspiracy case, he upset an old com- 
mon law rule. 

Declaring in this decision that present-day stand- 
ards of justice must prevail, Justice Sutherland, and 
through him the majority of the court, took the po- 
sition that there was no longer basis for banning a 
wife’s téstimony in her husband’s behalf. 

The public policy of one generation may not, 
under changed conditions, be the public policy of 
another (he said). A rule of evidence at one 
time thought necessary to the ascertainment of 
truth should yield to the experience of a suc- 
ceeding generation whenever that experience has 
clearly demonstrated the fallacy or unwisdom of 
the old rule. 

There is, after all,,no other ennobling conception 

of the law. . Justice Cardozo, in his brilliant lectures, 
reminded us that the judicial process, by its very na- 
ture, was one in which “principles that have served 
their day expire and new principles are born.” The 
recently retired Justice Holmes has _ expressed the 
same idea again and again, never more tersely than 
when he remarked: “The life of the law has not been 
logic; it has Been experience.” 
These expounders of our law are right. New 
standards are constantly displacing old ones. Opinion 
to the contrary notwithstanding, there is no more 
striking demonstration of this than that which the 
Supreme Court itself affords. It is this which gives 
us our insight into what the nine Justices will do 
with the epoch-making legislation of recent months.

With such stars as Violet Heming, Corinne Grif- 
fith, Bert Lytell, Margaret Anglin and Queenie Smith, 
appearing in such new and widely acclaimed plays as 
“There’s Always Juliet.” “Design for Living,” “Ten- 
Minute Alibi,” “Her Master’s Voice” and others, each 
presented by its own cast, it would seem the mere an- 
nouncement would guarantee the success of the en- 
terprise. Instead, attendance has been so discourag- 
ing that the producer is considering dropping St. 
Louis from his group. It would be regrettable indeed 
if St. Louis could not or would not support this ef- 
fort to preserve the art of legitimate drama.

On Being Fair to Ourselves 


SHOULD like to dissent from a contention 

advanced by Prof. Sprague in the fifth 

article of the series he is writing for 
the New York Times and other newspapers. 
It is that our abandonment of the gold 
standard “has been of a strikingly different 
character” from Great Britain’s. Prof. 
Sprague’s argument is that in Britain “the 
gold standard was abandoned only after 
great efforts had been made to remain on 
gold” and that we did not make compar- 
able efforts. 

With all due respect to Prof. Sprague’s 
distinction as an economist, his practical 
experierice as adviser to the Bank of En- 
gland, and his complete scientific disin- 
terestedness, I believe that he has misread 
the history of these events, and that hig in- 
ferences are wrong. I believe, furthermore, 
that his fallacy, which is so widely accepted, 
is a serioys cause of misunderstanding 
among the English-speaking people. 

Three months before Britain went off 
gold, the MacMillan committee, which had 
been appointed by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, made a report diagnosing the 
British position. At the end of Chapter 
V, the committee gave its conclusions as 
to why Britain’s trade position had be- 
come adverse compared with that of her 
principal European competitors. They were 
that Britain was under & “competitive han- 
dicap” which “the rélative over-valuation 
of sterling and wunder-valuation of the 
French, Belgian and German currencies 
have imposed on our exporting manufac- 
turers.” They found that the difficulties 
of the export trades and of trades which 
had to compete with foreign imports were 
“largely due” to the fact that— “sterling 
costs-did not prove adjustable.” 


What did they mean by “sterling costs”? 
Chiefly two things, wages and taxes. If 
Britain was to compéte in the outer world, 
one of three things had to happen. Sither 
world gold prices had to rise substantially, 
or the pound sterling had to be debased in 
relation to gold currencies, or wages and 
taxes had to be “adjusted,” that is to say, 
reduced. In the next three months, world 
gold prices- did not rise. Therefore, Brit-’ 
ain had to choose between deflation of 
wages and taxes on the one hand and cur- 
rency depreciation on the other.

Now, it is perfectly true that Britain 
was forced off the gold standard. But what 
forced her off? It was not, as is usually 
said, her foreign creditors. It was the Brit- 
ish working class, which would not submit 
to a reduction in wages. When Britain’s 
creditors and the exchange speculators 
were convinced that Britain could not de- 
flate further, they knew the pound must 
eventually fall. So they fled from the 
pound and made it fall 

Now, what happened to us? We stayed 
on the gold standard and we deflated. While 
British wages in terms of sterling re 
mained steady, we reduced factory pay- 
rolis, through wage cuts and short time, 
by nearly 40 per cent. We cut farm prices 
by. nearly the same amount. We deflated 

deflated and deflated, till at the end 
our banking system collapsed. Those were 
“great efforts” to stay on the gold stand- 
ard, and no one, I believe, has the right to 
say that the American people did not pay 


* a terrible price before they gave up the 


struggle. They fought 18 months longer 
than the British, and they endured inordi- 
nate suffering and took gréat risks. 


Does anyone doubt that if the British had 
been able and willing to cut their wages as 
ours were cut, and to subject masses of 
their people to the processes of bankruptcy 
and liquidation that our farmers and small 
business men had to undergo, they, too, 
could have stayed on the gold standard an- 
other year or so? Be that as it may, they 


did not deflate as we deflated, and the event 
showed that they were wise. 

With the record what it is, I, for one, do 
not think that any American need make 
any apologies or acknowledge for a moment 
that our moral position is in any way in- 
ferior to that of the British.

TO ROOSEVELT FOR INSPECTION 


Administrator Johnson Says It 
Must Be Correlated With 
Graphic Arts Document.

WASHINGTON,, Dec. 13.— The 


proposed code for the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
has been sent to the White House 
for President Roosevelt’s inspec- 
tion.

Johnson told reporters, be- 
cause the President “wanted to see 
it.” Johnson said action on the 
code awaited receipt of the Graphic 
Arts code. The two, he explained, 
must be correlated. 

A decision on whether reporters 
and editors would ‘have a place on 
the newspaper code, authority was 
said by Johnson to depend on 
whether labor obtains representa- 
tion on code authorities in general. 
“That debate is going on right 
now,” Johnson added. 

The newspaper code, he added, 
provides for a survey by the code 


authority of .working hours of re- 


porters and editors. He added he 
would insist the survey be made 
promptly.

It was first intended to base the 
new assessments largely on infor- 
mation voluntarily supplied by 
property owners on blanks sent out 
for the purpose. Recently, however, 
the Assessor received unexpected 
and welcome assistance from the 
Federal Civil Works Administra- 
tion, under which 300 unemployed 
men have been assigned.to his of- 
fice for reassessment work until 
next Feb. 15. 

These workers, selected on the 
basis of special fitness, are making 
a house-to-house survey of the 
county, locating and measuring all 
improvements. The result, Neaf 
thinks, will be a higher total as- 
sessed valuation for the county. 
Assessments will-be reduced on 
many homes, but on others, partic- 
ularly where additional improve- 
ments have not been recorded, there 
will be substantial igcreases, he 
thinks. In isolated instances, 
where assessments have been based 
on building permits, expensive 
homes have been built when the 
permit called only for construction 
of a garage, he said. Usually, how- 
ever, the building permit is used 
only as a guide in making assess- 
ments. 

Information obtained by the 
CWA employes, together with _that 
supplied by the regular Assessor’s 
office staff and by tle property 
owners themselves, will be used in 
compiling the books for assess- 
ment of taxes payable in the fall 
of 1935. Assessments will be as of 
June 1, 1934.

FOREIGN POLICY 


Dr. Luther Says Chancellor 
“Has -Not Overstepped 
Boundaries of Moderate 
Demands.”’ 


By the Associated Press. ‘ 
NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—Dr. Hans 
Luther, German Ambassador to the 


Chancellor Hitler had not over- 
stepped the boundaries of the most 
moderate German demands in /for- 
eign affairs. 

Hitler, however, Dr. Luther told 
the Institute of Arts and Sciences 
of Columbia University, “by his 
strongest personal appeal, has un- 
dertaken to heal the old wounds 
festering on the body of Europe, to 
eliminate old conflicts and permit 
the tormented people to find rest.” 

Luther’s arrival at the university 


was preceded by a mild anti-Nazi 
demonstration outside the hall 
where he spoke. A dozen young 
women and five young men engaged 
in a brief scuffle with police who 
were trying to clear a passageway. 
One girl, who said she was Ruth 
Rosenthal, a student, was arrested 
on a disorderly conduct charge. She 
is 18 years old. 

The young women distributed 
leaflets of the National Students’ 
League saying “Oust the Nazi from 
Columbia.” 

No Territorial Conflicts. 

Luther recalled statements atfrib- 
uted to Hitler in which he said “an 


many and Poland as good neigh- 
bors” and that no further territorial 
conflicts between France and Ger- 
many can exist after the solution 
of the Saar problem, “a case by 
itself.” i 
“Significant and encouraging 
voices approving of the German at- 
titude are not lacking,” Luther 
said. “But unfortunately there are 
not lacking those of the eternal 
yesterday, those incorrigible old- 
timers. These, sensing nothing but 
dangers, finally succeed in causing 
panicky feelings everywhere. The 
core of their argument is that Ger- 
many by her peaceful gestures to- 
day is only seeking to gain time for 
armament so as to be able to at- 
tack her rivals with still greater 
success. 
Germany’s Exposed Position. 
“They dare to say this, even in 
the face of Germany’s solemn decla- 
ration that she would be ready to 
disarm to the last rifle and to sub- 
mit herself to any control, provid- 
ed other nations would do the same. 
“Many of these of the eternal yes- 
terday are overzealous in their de- 
sire to uphold justice. 
“However, they were and still are 
indifferent to the fact that Ger- 
many lies open to any attack, to 
mention but one of Germany’s 
neighbors—that France alone, for 
instance, has at her dispdsal more 
long-range guns than Germany has 
machine guns, that France has more 
machine guns than Germany has 
rifles; and that Germany, despite 
her precarious position in the cen- 
ter of Europe, has no means of de- 
fending herself against the thou- 


sands of battle and bombing air-'| 


planes which within a few hours 
may darken the sky over Ger- 
many. / 

“The world would save nearly 4,- 
000,000,000 gold dollars in armament 
expenditures if the other nations 
were to disarm as Germany has 
done. 

Equal Rights of Nations. 

“There is a ruling principle in 
the life of nations which should 
never be destroyed, lest danger 
arise from such destruction. This 
principle relates to the claim of all 
nations for equal rights without re- 
strictions. . . . The false apostles 
of justice and progress by painting 
on the wall the inavoidability of 
war are a monstrous burden for a 
humanity which is truly suffering 
enough already.” 

Luther said he rejected “most 
decisively any suggestion that the 
German Government has started 
any open or hidden propaganda in 
the United States with the sense- 
less, idiotic aim of undermining the 
American Constitution.” 

Basis of German Government. 

Concerning domestic Germany, 

he said his country “is certainly not 
a nation in which the parliament 
rules.” 
“Germany ‘today,” ‘he continued, 
‘represents a form of government 
which, as a type, stands genuinely 
by itself. I conceive the new Ger- 
man state still in the midst of its 
development as an organization of 
government based on the will of 
the people. 

“No Government in the world is 
more strongly backed by the will 
of its own people than the German 
Government.” 

Luther said that in Germany the

PWA GRANT FOR 
7. LOUIS SCHOOL 


Education Board Formally. 
Votes $2,000,000 Build- 
ing Program; Authorizes. 
Application. 


A $2,000,000 school huilding pro- 
gram under a proposed bond issue 
was formally approved by the 
Board of Education last night. 

The board authorized immediate 
application to the Federal Public 
Works Administration for a $600,- 
000 grant, to be used to pay princi- 
pal of the bonds for the first three 
years and interest for the first two 
years, 

Such use of the grant would avoid 
a tax levy to support the bonds for 
the time mentioned. The PWA rec- 
ognizes this method. 

Time for the bond election was 
not fixed, but board members feel 
it should coincide with the pros- 
pective election for city and State 
bond issues for public works. The 
city hag proposed holding its elec- 
tion in April. The board’s plan is 
to fix the election date after the 
anticipated approval of its program 
by the PWA. The election cannot 
be held sooner than 80 days after 
the board sets the time. 

Tax Rate Vote Feb. 20. 

In. the meantime, the quadrennial 
election to fix the tax rate for gen- 
eral school purposes will be held on 
Feb. 20, the board decided. It will ask 
the people to continue this rate at 85 
cents on the $100 valuation to 1938. 
Without such approval the rate 
would revett to 60 cents and cripple 
the school system. 

An appropriation of $150,000 to 
buy materials for immediate re- 
pair and renovation of school prop- 
erty was voted, under the Civil 
Works Administration scheme for 
winter employment. This will pro- 
vide work for about 1000 men, to be 
furnished at once by the CWA. 
Their pay, Building Commissioner 


,the bond and building proposal 
were carried by a vote of 10 to 1, 
with President Todd absent. ‘ Rich- 
ard Murphy, chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee, who questions 
desirability of a bond issue, voted 
in the negative. Arthur A. Blu- 
meyer,,a member of the Finance 
Committee, took the initiative in 
pushing the scheme, seconded by 
Henry P. Schroeder, who made the 
first efforts for building with PWA 
aid. Howard G. Cook, acting presi- 
dent, was authorized to execute the 
PWA application. The PWA will 
be asked to purchase the bonds at 
par unless the board can sell them 
in the market at a higher price. 

The board avoided committing it- 
self on the question of erecting a 
high school ip the northwestern 
part of the city, as urged by citi- 
zens there.

Argentine and Mexican 
Representatives at Mon- 
tevideo Approve Plan for 
Tariff Reductions. 


By the Associated Press. 
MONTEVIDEO, Dec. 13.—A Unit- 


ed States proposal to reduce tariff 
and trade barriers between nations 
of the Western Hemisphere was de- 
bated today at the Pan-American 
conference. 


Secretary of State, Corde!l! Hull 
presented the proposal yesterday in 
a resolution calling for reciprocity 
and commercial treaties. 
Argentine and Mexican represen- 
tatives on the special economic 
committee to which the resolution 
was presented, indorsed it. 

Bu’ delegates from several other 
nations were reluctant to approve 
the plan. 

Hull proposed that the govern-

ments pledge themselves to a pro- 
gram of reducing tariffs through 
bilateral agreements and, at the 
earliest possible date, to ask other 
nations of the world to join in a 
gradual scaling down of tariffs. 

“International trade,” he said, “is 
clogged hopelessly with prohibi- 
tions, embargoes, quotas and other 
arbitrary restrictions. 


“A full and durable business re- 
covery can be effected only by a 
restoration of international trade 
and finance to mutually profitable 
extent.” 

Carlos Saavedra Lamas, Foreign 
Minister of Argentina, said Hull 
had put his finger on “the world’s 
sore spot.” 


Jose Manuel Puig Casauranc, 
Mexican Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, praised the resolution. 

United States delegates have de- 
cided to sign an anti-war treaty 
sponsored in the conference by Saa- 
vedra Lamas.

Co-operation between Argentina

All who were 
questioned by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter seemed agreed on the idea 
f hearings, mainly to discuss Sun- 
day closing and high or low license 
fees. 

The House of Delegates, predeces- 
sor body of the Board of Aldermen, 
had at times as many as 10 saloon- 
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Emmett Golden’s Views. 

Emmett Golden of the Twenty- 
seventh Ward, vice-president of the 
board, mentioned the fact that the 
Democratic plafforms opposed re- 
turn of the saloon. “We may not 
be conforming to the platforms,” 
he said, “but this matter of han- 
dling liquor in a large city is a 
very practical one, and the only 
~ay I see is sale by the drink. 
“The working man can’t buy a 
bottle or a case whenever he hap- 
pens to want a drink,” Golden said, 
“and he shouldn't have to buy a 
meal just because he is thirsty. 
There should be a place where he 
can get a drink, whether it is called 
saloon, tavern or something else. 
There should be an Excise Commis- 
sioner, appointed by the Mayor, to 
enforce regulations strictly. 

“The license fee shouldn't be so 
high as to make it impossible for 
people to get into the business. As 
to Sunday closing, I don’t see why 
we ed saloon should be 
Closed any day.”
